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Meeting Friday on Controversial Township Sewer Project

The Grayling Township Board has called a special meeting tor 
Friday night to discuss the controversial township sewer project 
which lnoke Ilke it may go down the drain. 

The special meeting to be held at the Crawford AuSable High 
School Ip scheduled to begin st 7:30 p.m. During a public meating 
held last week, Township Supervieor Bernard Fowler told the 
Audience of over 300 people who attended that It they came out to 
the next township meeting, and were es adamantly opposed to the 
Project as they were at the public meeting, then it would probably 
Not be approved. He sald he thought the board could approve it, but 
Bald SUC @ move cn their part would not be too amart. 

At the same meeting several citizens raised many questions 
about the study done for the sewer proposal and demanded some 
answers on what is happening with the city sewer system. : 

During an interview Monday, Fowler said the Friday night 
raeeting wilt produce some decision on where the board will go 
Next with the whole sewer proposal. He sald the questions ralsed at 
the public hearing would not be answered at that meeting, since 
Coples of the questions were not in his hands at that time. He did 


say they would be anawored, 


City Manager Jerry Morford said the same day that although no 
decision has been made by council on what the next action will ba, 
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he expects the city will go ahead with the study of the city sewer 
system. In the city section of the synopsis for the public meeting, it 
was stated that, “Proposed television inspection and grouting of 
collection sewers is proposed to eliminate up to 90% of all 
extraneous surface and ground water presently antering the system 
by means of inflow and Infiltration. Overtlows to the AuSable River 
must also be eliminated. The capacity of the City’s master pumping 
station and wastewater treatment system needs to be Increased, 
and additional expansion of te treatment facilities is required to 
achieve a higher degree of treatment." 

Morford says in his opinion the city will probably go ahead 
win Upgrading, renovation and repairs of the present system. He 
said elimination of the storm water in the system would bring the 
system back to necessary levels, but he said, the problem is thai 
egies has to be sufficient to handle growth up to the yeer 


During the public meeting several questions were ralsed by 
local citizens and three men who work in disciptines related to the 
sewer study raised many questions about the validity of the reports 
for both the Township and City sewer proposals. 

Robert Larann, a graduate cluil anginger and hydrolagist, read 
from a 30-page report he wrote which raised questions about the 
valldity of the data of the engineering study, the sources of 


pollution in Lake Margrethe, and chatlenged the Township to 
clearly detine what the health problems and effects of pollution on 
the lake. 

Both he and Ralph King, who also presented a report, maintain 
that much of the pollution in the lake Is due to the presence of 
nutrient materials. Both men indicated that most of this 
phosphorus and nitrogen was coming from natural sources 
(rainfall, leaves, seeds), surface runoff and detergenta from septic 
systems. King sald, “... it Is very probable a bill will soon be 
enacted to ban or restrict phosphates In detergents. This would 
minimize this potential source of pollution.” 

In Nis report, Larson states Inat Camp Grayling nas a sewage 
system similar to the spatic fields of other property owners and 
could be contributing as much pollution on a year-round basis as 
the rest of the lake does In the summer. The people at the public 
meeting were told by Fowler that the State Military Board had 
decided that if the sewer system was built, the camp would not 
have to hook up to it. 

King charged that the township is also contributing to the lake 
problems and said, “If the township is genuinely concerned with 
the water quality of Lake Marorathe, why have thay and the County 
Road Commission encouraged both point and non-point aources of 
water discharge Into the lake on the east side, by running storm 


sewers directly into the lake and black-topping etreste leading 
downhill to the lake with troughs in the middie to discharge dirsotty’ 
into the lake.” 

Larson in his report demanded to know how the city could even 
consider abandoning its sewer system which wee built only a few 
years ago. Larson and Bill Buc (who also asked many queetione 
about the sewer plans), in thelr reports say the present sewer 
system waa designed and built according to a 1980 study made by 
the same company doing the reports for the present clty study for 
expansion. Buc questioned what effect the move of Bear Archery 
could have on population expansion figures of the study. Larson 
questions wny tne sewer system, wnich was designed for the year 
2000 and finished In 1971, has tc ba rebullt or expanded. Ne and 
Buc maintain that there are only small differences in what the old. 
plant was designed to handie and what the proposed larger plant 
could handte. Buc asked, “My question la why, according to your 
latest report, is the design flow onty .42mad (million gailona dalty), 
supposed to last to the year 2000 when in 1960 the plant was 
designed for .414mgd but is now supposed to be incapable of 
handling the load? Aren't the old and new design flows virtually the 
same, but vet you say that the oresent system can no longer handie 
the load it is receiving?"

AuSable Council Hears Gebhardt on Wild Rivers 


Dir, 

Carl Gebhardt, U. S. Forest Service, 
Cadillac office, explained the National 
Wild and Scenic Rivers program to the 
AuSable River Watershed Study Council 
Tuesday, March 15, at their regular 
meeting. 

“The purpose of the act", he explained, 
“is to preserve and protect certain rivers in 
the country, to keep them free-flowing and 
igh waier quatity”. 

There were 56 rivers in the country 
nominated for study. The AuSable and 
Manistee were the only iwo Michigan 
rivers so named. 

The Pere Marquatte has been studied 
under the original selection. it has been 
recommended to be included in the Wild 


values, 


that are free of 


Great Lakes Basin Commission. 

Four basic criteria tor inciusion are; i. 
the river must be free-flowing, 2. High 
Water Quality, 3. At least 25 miles in 
langth, and 4. Have outstanding national 


The three classifications are as follows: 


Wild — Those rivers or sections of rivers 


gpneraily lnacpacsihia 
gongrany insccessime 


with watersheds or shorelines essentially 
primitive and waters unpolluted. These 
represent vestiges of primitive America. 
Scenic — Those rivers or sections of 
rivers that are free of impoundments, with 
shorelines of watersheds still 
primitive and shorelines largely undavelop- 


Gebhardt indicated the management is 
done according to the classification. Three 
ways of management are through: out- 
right purchase of land, scenic easements. 
This is the purchase of certain develop- 
ment rights. The other is county or 
township zoning. 

Some questions were raised concerning © 
condemnation of land. Gebhardt explained 
the maximum condemnation is 100 acres 
per mils and only where less inan 30 
percent of the land Is In public ownership. 
{n other words, if there is more than 60 
percent of the land in public ownerahip 
already, no new land can be purchased 
through condemnation.

gestion that it is inefficient to 
conduct classes with less than 
15 students.

As the data accumutates, the 
local enforcement agencies and 
toad engineering boards can get 
read-outs which will provide 
them with information which 
will pinpoint hazardous inter- 
sections, ramps or sections of 
highways. After improvements 
are made either in engineering 
erenforcoment, tne system can 
monitor the value of the im- 
provements, The computer can 
aso produce a computerized 
road map of an entire section of 
highway as well, indicating the 
accident problems all alang it. 

Onea a bad caction ig found, 
the engineers can determine 
methods of solving the prob- 
fer. Sgt. Bouchard said that 
once police administrators find 
a bad section, they can then 
assign their officers to patrol it. 
“This is where you shoulu be at 
the bad times looking for the 
kind of wolatians indicated by 
the computer,” he said 

The job of the council will ve 
to disseminate information from 
Lansing tu tie many groups 
involved from this area. Even- 
tually the MAL} system will be 
operating ail over the state.

Or. Clippert had his day off, but 
he assisted Dr. Henig, and in 
the middie of the operation, 
came out into the lopby wnere 
my husband was sitting with 
Sister Marietta Hogan; he was 
still in his operating gown,

a chair next to Fred, reached for

and got him to return to the 
operating room.
